Johnson was charged with 
assault with intent to murder, 
carrying a concealed weapon 
and having dynamite in his 
possession, police said. 

Police and FBI agents ar- 
rested Johnson near Mc- 
Kinley’s home after getting aj 
tip about the bombing at- ^ 
tempt. Police said it was the | 
second bombing attempt on 
McKinley’s home. The first 
was July 25. 

Fifteen sticks of dynamite, 
capped and fused, were re- 
covered several hundred feet 
from the house.
